In speaking of the North Western 
North Carolina Railroad, which leaves 
the main line at Greensvoro and extends 
westwartl through a fertile section to 
Salem, Col. Beford gives the eireum- 
stances undder which the Danville read 
obtained control of it: 

From Greensboro to Salem the work 
of eiaduating, masonry and supplying 
cross-\ies had been finished during the 
year 1870. In 1871, the Company being 
unable to coniplete the work, made pro. 
basal for its transfer to the Richmond 
und Jhnville Company to have it com 
pleted and put in operation within a 
reasonable period, It was not until the 
29th of March 1872, that any positive 
agreement was made. On that cay a 
tinal contract was entered into between 
the two companies, by which the Rich- 


| mond and Danvilie company undertook 


to complete the road from Greenboro to 
Salem, a distance of 29 miles, in con- 
sideration of the issue and delivery to 
the Richmond and Danville Company of 
1,600 shares being a majority of the 
whole of its capital stock, and aiso 
$500,000, being the whole issue of the 
first morigage bonds of the North West 
ern North Carolina Railroad, which had 
been before authorized by law. In ac- 
cordance with this contract, the stock 
and bonds have been issued and deliv- 
ered to the Richmond company, and 
work commenced last Fall. About one 
halt of the track is now laid, the work 
is going on actively and will be soon 
completed. Two of the depots have 
been finished and the remaining one at 
Salem can be completed in a tew weeks 

In regard to the North Carolina Road, 
Col. Butord intorms us that it is being 
successfully operated under the contract 
of lease of September 11th, 1871. Ip 
order to promote its usefulness to the 
communities it serves and to secure its 
continned prosperity and value, the 


tariff rates have been revised so as tu 


reduce passenger fare and freight about 
twenty per cent, 

Col. Batord thinks that the business 
of the Road, though not fully sustamed 
during some periods of the past year, 
proves that the property is self sustain- 
ing and will become remunerative for 
the cost and risk of its control, and 
vminently useful to North Carolina and 
adjacent States as a public hichways 
and artery of commerce.

TAXING DOGS. 

lt seems that allattempts to tax dogs 
in Virginia as well asin North Carolina 
are destined to meet with disastrons 
failures. 

The Senate of Virginia, which is now 
in session, recently voted to repeal the 
bill, authorizing the supervisiors of cer 
tain counties to impose a tax on dogs; 
and the House concurred on Wedneg 
day last, in the action of the Senate, by 
a vote of 94 to 13. 

The Richmond Whig, alluding to the 
action of this Virginia Legislature 
fucetionsly says: 

“The House, yesterday, by u large 
majority repealed the law authorizing 
“uperinitendents to impose a tax on 
dogs. It was evident honorahie mem 
bers had heard it thunder during the 
vacation. There is not a more touchious 
animal than a dog. You may tex a 
man, his wile, his children, his horse. 
cows, hogs——cvery thing be has in the 
vorld—except bis deg. Touch his dog, 
und inextinguishable fury seizes him at 
once. We suspect that this is the last 
attempt that will ever be made in 
Virgi.ia to tax Towser, Tray, Blanche, 
und Sweetheart. He is the only untax 
ed animal that breathes the air of 
Virginia, unless, indeed, the bill which 
sume one has introduced to declare him 
property be passed ; then the constitu 
tional obligation is imperative.
